Narberth Ave. Bridge Cross- 
ing Is One of Highway 
Changes. 



COMMITTEE REPORTS 



Change of contour of the junction 
of Narberth and Elmwood avenues, at 
the dangerous south approach to the 
railroad bridge, was authorized by 
Borough Council at its August meet- 
ing held Monday night in Elm Hall, 
following recommendations made by 
the Highway and Sewer Committee. 
The "thank-you-ma'm" at the intersec- 
tion of Wynnewood and Sabine ave- 
nues was also called to the attention 
of Council, and will be eliminate^. 

Purchase of a car to replace the 
Highway Department's worn-out 
Ford was authorized by Council on 
recommendation of the committee. 
The report of Robert Fellows Wood, 
Chairman of the Highway Commit- 
tee, citing much work recently com- 
pleted or now under way follows: 

"The contractors who were given 
the orders to repair certain sidewalks 
and curbs in the Borough completed 
their work during the month of July 
and the bills for each of these 42 jobs 
were served on the property owners 
as of August ]. Attached to each bill 
was a notification that in accordance 
with a vote of Council at the July 
meeting the property owner could de- 
duct the 10 per cent, penalty if the 
bill was paid within 30 days from the 
date thereof. These bills totaled ap- 
proximately $950 before the addition 
of the 10 per cent, penalty. 

"Complaints have been received 
from time to time regarding the de- 
pressed concrete gutter at the inter- 
section of Wynnewood and Sabine 
avenues. During the past month, the 
members of the Highway Committee 
have personally viewed that gutter 
and it is our opinion that it is a dan- 
gerous menace to automobile traffic. 
It is our recommendation therefore, 
that we be authorized to make this 
season such changes as will remove its 
dangerous characteristics. 

"We recommend that we be author- 
ized . to change the contour of the 
junction of Narberth and Elmwood 
avenues, at the south approach of the 
railroad overpass, in such a way as 
may be necessary to improve the flow 
of both vehicular and pedestrian traf- 
fic and to obviate if possible bad con- 
ditions of ice and water which usu-

Narberth Fishermen Land 13 8-9

Little Creek, on the Jersey coast, was 
infested Sunday with nine of Nar- 
berth's worst fishermen. Commenc- 
ing early in the day, they worked in 
shifts of five each, hauling in the fin- 
ny denizens of the deep. Only a short- 
age of bait prevented them from de- 
populating an entire school. In addi- 
tion to a kindergarten class, the fish- 
ers caught 125 scholars, ranging from 
the first to the eighth grades. 

Ernest Boulay and "Gyp'' Gillespie 
drove to the shore with the following 
crew: Richard G. L. Moritz, Taylor 
Henry, Charles F. Ebert, M. Jenkins, 
C. Wolff, P. Miescn and Joe Dold. 

P. Miesen was awarded a fish-lined 
vanity case by the other fishermen, 
for having caught the heaviest fish. 

"A wet line did it!" he exclaimed. 
He explained that he always uses a 
wet line when he goes fishing, because 
it makes the bait more tempting to 
the fish. 

The heaviest fish, which won for 
Miesen his magnificent trophy, was 
weighed by him on its own scales. 
Although its net weight would prob- 
ably have been less, its total weight, 
including fin, heads, etc., was found 
to be at least one and three-quarter, 
fahrenheit. 



AT HISTORIC SPOT ' 

Friends Gather in Old Meeting House 
for Quarterly Session. 

Friends from all over this part of 
the State attended the Philadelphia 
Quarterly Meeting of Friends held 
Saturday afternoon in the Old Merion 
Meeting House at Narberth. Here's 
where William Penn once worshipped, 
Friends discussed matters of philan- 
thropy and of peace. 

The Meeting House was founded by 
Friends from Merionethshire, North 
Wales, in 1682 and is at the corner 
of Montgomery avenue and Meeting 
House lane which was named after it. 



Lower Merion has 14,110 registered 
voters and Narberth has 2650 listed 
for the primary election of September 
20, according to the tabulation of 
voters completed in Norristown last 
week under supervision of County 
Clerk Harry S. Shainline. 

Of those registered, 12,457 are Re- 
publicans and 1085 are Democrats in 
the township and in Narberth 2105 
are Republicans and 317 are Demo- 
crats. Thus one out of 1:2 are Demo- 
crats in the township while in the 
borough one out of every seven voters 
is a Democrat. 

Haverford has the largest enroll- 
ment of Democrats, with 200, out of 
its 1056 voters. Here, one out of every 
five is a Jeffersonian. Bala has only 
six enrolled, of which four are men. 

South Ardmore has the largest elec- 
tion district, with 1708 enrolled. North 
Ardmore is second, with 1700, Merion 
is third, with 1685, and Cynwyd is 
fourth, with 1605. The smallest election 
district is Rosemont, which lias only 
562 registered voters. 

Cynwyd, although 28 voters ahead 
of last year, when itvvas second on the' 
list, dropped to fourth place this year 
when South Ardmore leaped from 1634 
to 1768; North Ardmore from 1481 to 
1700, and Merion from 1263 to 1685. 
Merion shows a 25 per cent, increase, 
but it is seldom a heavy voting dis- 
trict, comparatively few of its voters 
turning out at the polls. In the figures 
for the September primary it has the 
largest number of voters not enrolled, 
with its total of 125. 

Bala is the only district where no 
voters are marked as not enrolled for 
the primaries. The only other election 
district with nearly as good a showing 
as Township Leader Peter C. Hess is 
Haverford, where all are enrolled but 
four women. Incidentally, this is the 
second year in which Mr. Hess' Bala 
district has had a 100 per cent, enroll- 
ment. 

There are more men enrolled as Re- 
publicans in the township at large 
than there arc women, but in four of 
the 13 districts the female voters out- 
number the male and in one of the 
others, East Bryn Mawr, the men arc 
in the lead only by the scant margin 
of one. The greatest predominance of 
women Republicans is in Cynwyd. 
where there are 133 more enrolled 
than there are men. The women's lead 
in Haverford is 46 and in Merion and 
Bala is 10. 

Among the Democrats, the women 
lead by a margm of 11 in the township 
at large. In seven districts there are 
more women Democrats than men. 

Narberth's district No. 2 is larg- 
est, with 1066 registered. District No. 



1 is smallest, with only 27 enrolled. 
Last year's enrollment showed 950 in 
District No. 2, 895 in District No. 1, 
and 587 in District Xo. 3. District No. 

2 shows the greatest percentage of in- 
crease this year. 

Women outnumber the men in Nar- 
berth in both major parties. There 
are 1109 women enrolled as Repub- 
licans, as compared with 996 men. 
Democratic enrollment shows 163 
women and 154 men. Not enrolled are 
129 women and 105 men.

Are Called for Jury Duty in Septem- 
ber Court 

Names of 19 Lower Merion and four 
Narberth residents have been drawn 
for judy duty, commencing September 
1.2, when the September term of Crim- 
inal Court at Norristown begins. The 
Grand Jury will sit the first week of 
Court, and two weeks of criminal 
trials commence the following week. 
September 19. 

At the conclusion of these Civil 
Court sessions will begin and will con- 
tinue into October. Of the 24 residents 
of Montgomery county drawn for 
Grand Jury duty, three are from 
Lower Merion. Two hundred names, 
100 for each of the two weeks, have 
been drawn throughout the county 
for service on the Petit Jury. Of these. 
16 are from Lower Merion and four 
from Narberth.

Elizabeth M. Posey 

Funeral services for Miss Elizabeth 
M. Posey, proprietress of the Wind- 
sor-Essex, who died last Thursday in 
an automobile accident near Lancas- 
ter, were held at the home of her sister, 
Mrs. H. W. Crawford, 1065 Columbia 
avenue, Lancaster, Monday afternoon 
at 1.30. Interment was at Bethel M. E. 
Church Cemetery in Lancaster, follow- 
ing further services in the church. 

Miss Posey, who was 55 years of 
age, met her death when the car which 
she was driving skidded from the wet 
surface of the Lincoln Highway to 
trolley tracks, on which the car over- 
turned. Miss Helen Hatcher, also of 
Narberth, who was riding in the front 
scat with Miss Posey, escaped with 
bruises. They were returning from a 
visit to Miss Posey's sister, Mrs. H. W. 
Crawford, when the mishap occurred. 

Taken to the Lancaster General 
Hospital, Miss Posey was found to be 
suffering from internal injuries, in- 
cluding puncture of both lungs. Her 
mother, Dr. Silas R. Posey, who re- 
sides in Letitz, near Lancaster, was 
summoned to the hospital and attend- 
ed his sister to the last. 

Contrary to reports published in city 
papers, Dr. Posey did not arrive by 
chance at the hospital on a profession- 
al visit, at the same time his sister was 
admited. As soon as he was informed 
of the accident, he rushed to the hos- 
aital and aided staff physicians in an 
attempt to save his sister's life: 

Three brothers and four sisters sur- 
vive Miss Posey. All live in York- 
county. They are: Mrs. William D. 
fones, Delta; John J. Posey and 
George Posey, Chancellor: Mrs. Wil- 
liam Patton, Altoona; Mrs. H. W- 
Crawford, Lancaster; Dr. S. R. Poscv, 
Letitz, and Mrs. R. V. Stewart, Ha'l- 
lam. 

The Windsor-Essex was founded 
over 15 years ago by Miss Posey, 
following the establishment of her 
private residence in Narberth. For 
years it has been a landmark at the 
corner of Windsor and Essex avenues, 
for which it was named. Many Nar- 
berth people make it their home. 

The business will be carried on in- 
definitely in the name of the Elizabeth 
M. Posey Estate, and will be in charge 
of Mrs. Anna Posey Crawford, a sister 
of Miss Posey, and one of the execu- 
tors of her will, which will soon be 
probated in Norristown. 



Recurrence of the annual dog prob- 
lem, and a request for better number- 
ing of houses in the borough, were two 
of the miscellaneous matters brought 
to the attention of Borough Council 
at its August meeting, held Monday 
night in Elm Hall. Burgess Henry A. 
Frye will proceed with a more strict 
enforcement of the borough dog ordi- 
nance, as a result. 

Narberth's dog problem is caused by 
the failure of the surrounding township 
to pass an ordinance to correspond ■ 
with Narberth's, which will give the 
Lower Merion police power to im- j 
pound any unmuzzled dog which is at 
loose, on sight. Township dogs in- 
vade the borough, and take advantage 
of Narberth dogs' muzzled state to nip 
them in a fashion which is not al- 
together too friendly. So borough dog- 
owners remove the muzzles to give 
dogs a better chance to protect them- 
selves. 

In the future Lower Merion police 
assigned to duty in Narberth will be 
instructed to impound all dogs that 
have no muzzles on, and which are 
out-of-doors. Warnings will he posted, 
and a more strict enforcement of the 
borough ordinance is promised. 

Action is being taken as the result 
of five cases within 10 days of children 
being bitten by dogs. As one council- 
man expressed it, "If we must choose 
between the safety of children or dogs, 
the dogs will have to go muzzled." 

The Burges's has been authorized to 
employ a dog catcher to make periodic 
roundups of all roaming unmuzzled 
canines.

Freight Rams Electric 

A crash which nearly resulted in ser- 
ious cesualties delayed Main Line 
shoppers yesterday. An electric train 
standing at Bryn Mawr station at 10.40 
was rammed by an east-bound freight. 

The freight was seen bearing down 
on the electric train by the rear brake- 
man who warned the passengers tc 
move forwarl. In the rear car were 
:J0 children returning from a camp at 
Paradise, Pa. They were thrown to 
ifi<\ floor of the 1 - car and liberally 
sprinkled with glass by the impact. 

The engineman of the freight train 
threw on the emergency brake, but 
with a down grade he could not bring 
the heavy train to a halt in time to 
prevent the collision. 

As the locomotive plowed into the 
standing train, the rear vestibule 
crumpled and the pilot of the locomo- 
tive was smashed. 

An ambulance with emergency doc- 
tors was rushed to the scene from 
Bryn Mawr Hospital. All of the in- 
jured were able to resume their jour- 
ney after treatment by ambulance 
surgeons. 

Besides the children returning from 
camp, passengers for the most part 
were women shoppers from Main Line 
towns. 

The electric train was a local from 
Paoli into Broad Street Station. The 
freight was made up at Harrisburg, 
bound for Philadelphia. 

Miss Gladys Moon, of Philadelphia, 
in charge of the 30 children, said she 
glanced back along the rails a few mo- 
ments before, the crash came and saw 
the oncoming locomotive. 

As the conductor shouted a warn- 
ing, she seized several of the younger 
children at the rear of the coach and 
was helping them to the forward end 
when the impact knocked her down. 

The engineman of the freight train 
declared he had received the right-of- 
way at the block signal station. The 
signals arc automatically operated. 

After a delay of nearly half an hour 
while the injured received medical at- 
tention, the electric train continued to 
Broad Street Station. 

The locomotive of the freight train 
was put out of commission by the col- 
lision, and No. 1 track of the Main 
Line was blocked until a relief locomo- 
tive was sent to the scene. 

An investigation was begun immedi- 
ately to fix responsibility. 



PETITIONS ARE FILED 



Mrs. Grace E. Batchelor's successor 
as member of the Narberth School 
Board has been found. Mrs. Harvey 
W. Monks, of 20O Grayling avenue, 
has consented to accept the post, if 
plans to have her nominated and elect- 
ed are successful. 

Following the decision of Mrs. 
Batchelor, who is vice president of the 
school board, not to seek the post this 
fall, efforts were made to find a can- 
didate to succeeed her, one who would 
be willing not only to accept the hon- 
or, but to undertake the responsibility 
of the position. 

A report that the Mothers' Council, 
which has interested intself in Nar- 
berth educational affairs, would spon- 
sor a candidate for the board, was 
denied in a statement made last week 
by Mrs. Bates, vice president of the 
Methers' Council, on request of Mrs. 
Aungst, president. This left no pros- 
pect of a candidacy in the lie°ld, until 
word was received that Mrs. Monks 
would run. 

Petitions on both tickets — Repub- 
lican and Democratic—have -been- <;ir"„- 
culated for over a fortnight for other 
borough posts. They must be filed at 
Norristown by Tuesday, August 16. 

Petitions have been filed for all three 
Councilmen whose terms expire this 
year. They are: E. C. Griswold, presi- 
dent of Council; William H. Fretz 
and Clifford W. Bates, who was ap- 
pointed this spring to fill the post 
made vacant by the death of A. Perry 
Redifer. Coloned I. A. Miller, presi- 
dent of the Narberth School Board, 
and Frank J. O'Brien, tax assessor, arc 
others for whom petitions have been 
circulated for re-election. 

Three candidates for the post of tax 
collector have filed their petitions. 
They are Edwin P. Dold, appointed in 
the spring to succeed Mrs. J. B. Diven; 
Mrs. Mary M. Livingston, South Side 
registry assessor, and William J. 
Kirkpatrick, who was a candidate in 
the primary of 1925 also. 



Latest developments in Narberth's 
zoning agitation include the refusal by 
Borough Council to consider the peti- 
tion of 30 Montgomery pike property 
owners presented last month; and the 
circulation of additional petitions for 
change of classification of zoning, one 
of which was presented to Council at 
its meeting Monday night. 

Borough Council has failed to con- 
sider the Montgomery pike petition 
presented to it at its July meeting, as a 
result of an unfavorable report by the 
Building Committee, to which the mat- 
ter had been referred. The report 
simply states that the committee "does 
not see the advisability of opening up 
this section at this time," referring to 
changing the classification of Nar- 
berth's south side of the pike from 
residential to business purposes. 

Joseph Quarll Mackey, of 23 Mont- 
gomery avenue, made a plea at Monday 
night's Council meeting for a general 
change of classification in large parts 
of the borough, bounded by Narberth 
avenue, Haverford avenue and Mont- 
gomery pike, on the grounds that real 
estate values are not increasing in this 
section, and a zoning change would 
aid in the sale of property. 

Presents Petition. 

"When the pike is widened, with four 
lanes of traffic, the disadvantage of 
nearby residential property owners 
will become even greater than at pres- 
ent," Mr. Mackey contended. He pre- 
sented a petition which had been 
brought to Council meeting by Miss 
Katherine Tobin, of 204 Montgomery 
avenue, which sought the changing of 
Montgomery avenue to a business dis- 
trict for its entire length in Narberth. 

This petition is more sweeping than 
the one presented last month, which 
sought a change only between Haver- 
ford and Narberth avenues on the pike. 
The petition has been signed by many 
property owners. It was referred to 
the Building Committee. 

It is understood that an additional 
petition is being circulated, seeking 
further zoning changes in the area 
bounded by Haverford, Narberth and 
Montgomery avenues. To correct a 
misunderstanding- thaj exists in the 
minds of some residents, Burgess 
Henry A. Frye states that no zoning

Pike Now Undergoing Repairs 

Was First Lancaster Highway 



Ten feet of additional paving is 
being constructed on each side of the 
existing paving on Montgomery ave- 
nue for its length of five miles through 
Lower Merion, thus making the paving 
40 feet wide. 

Montgomery avenue almost par- 
allels the Lancaster pike, known in re- 
cent years as the Lincoln highway. 
The widening of this latter highway 
was completed last year. 

Montgomery avenue is in reality the 
old Lancaster road. As early as 1690 it 
was opened from the Middle Ferry 
on the Schuylkill, in Philadelphia, now 
Market street, to the Merion Friends 
Meeting House and later it was contin- 
ued, usually along old Indian trails, 
westward into Lancaster county. 

The highway known in later times 
as the Lancaster road or Lancaster 
pike was opened about 1770, chiefly to 
avoid some of the curves and steep 
grades of the older road. 

The new Lancaster road was made 
a turnpike between 1791 and 1796, be- 
ing the first turnpike in the United 
States. 

Later the old Lancaster road was 



also turnpiked, the corporation being 
named the Blockley and Merion Turn- 
pike Company. 

Both roads were freed about 10 
years ago. 

•Some of Lower Merion's oldest land- 
marks are along Montgomery avenue, 
thus attesting its great age. Some old 
milestones also remain. 

Opposite Narberth at Meeting House- 
Lane is the Merion Friends Meeting 
House, which is believed to have been 
built about 1695. -If the date be correct 
this is the oldest place of worship in 
Pennsylvania. 

Nearby is the picturesque old Gen- 
eral Wayne Inn, said to have been 
opened in 1704. But of course it was 
not called the General Wayne until 
after the Revolution. 

Farther on Montgomery _ avenue 
passes through the most beautiful part 
of Lower Merion, along magnificent 
country estates and by houses costing 
millions of dollars. 

The environs of Lancaster pike, or 
the Lincoln highway, are different, for 
it constitutes the main business street 
of Ardmore and Bryn Mawr.

COUNCIL IN BUSY MEETING 

CONTINUED FROM THE FIRST PAGE 

Would Change Numbers. 

Inexact and confusing numbering of 
houses along Montgomery pike and 
other parts of Narberth came in for 
criticism by Tax Collector Edwin P. 
Dold, who asserted that there is no 
way at present of proving that all 
properties are assessed. "There are 
three number ai's on Montgomery ave- 
nue," he said. "Only one that I know 
of has been assessed." 

Postmaster J. Bertram Nesper ob- 
jected on behalf of his baffled mail- 
carriers last year, to this condition, and 
Councilman R. F. Wood, chairman of 
the Highway Committee, requested the 
Township Commissioners to take a 
hand in the muddle; but to date noth- 
ing lias been done. 

Properties almost facing or adjoin- 
ing one another are numbered 287, 702 
and 398, on Montgomery pike, as a re- 
sult of the township-borough muddle 
in numbering. Across from No. 1, at 
the corner of Woodbine and Mont- 
gomery avenues, is No. 204 on the 
township's side of the pike. 

No relief on -the pike can be given 
borough residents until the township 
gives its co-operation, because the 
borough numbers depend on the town- 
ship's, on both ends of Narberth. The 



matter will- again be referred to the 
township authorities with a request 
for prompt action. Meanwhile, Street 
Commissioner George B. Suplee may 
make some changes of numbering in 
other parts of the borough. 

Councilman Daniel Leitch called at- 
tention to the fact that a map showing 
75 per cent, of the homes in Narberth 
is available through the Merion Title 
and Trust Company. It is proposed to 
obtain a map, fill in all properties not 
already listed on it, and then proceed 

with the preparation of a card sys- 
tem of all properties in the borough. 
This will aid the tax collector and as- 
sessor considerably in their work. 
Will Buy Oil Burner. 

Council approved Monday night a 
recommendation of William H. Fretz, 
chairman of the Property Committee, 
that an oil burning heating plant be 
substituted for the present gas burner 
equipment in the Community Build- 
ing. It is estimated a saving of be- 
tween $400 to $500 a year will be ac- 
complished by this change. Bids are 
being advertised for, and it is hoped 
to have the new system installed before 
kindergarten classes commence, on 
September 12. 

The new drinking fountain has 
been installed, in the rear of the Com- 
munity Building, at a cost of $21.76 for 
material furnished by the Property 
Committee, and $11.88 for labor by the 
Highway Department. 

Payment of $490 for the new grand- 
stand on the playground was approved 
by Council. Of the total cost of the 
grandstand, the School Board paid 
$500, and Council paid $496, approxi- 
mately. 

Little progress has been made in the 
collection of leins for past-due sewers, 
street paving and sidewalk bills, 
amounting to $8000, according to Clar- 
ence Kaeber. chairman of the Leins 
Committee, but action is being taken 
where possible Chairman J. R. Hall 
of the Water, Light and Health Com- 
mittee, reported that permission had 
been granted the Philadelphia Electric 
Company to relocate certain of its 
poles within the borough. 

Miss Kathcrme Tobin, of 204 Mont- 
gomery avenue, was granted special 
permission to place a small sign on 
her porch, following personal applica- 
tion for this privilege at council meet- 
ing. Permission was granted subject 
to presentation of a formal petition 
by her, so that it might be entered 
properly on the minutes of the meeting.
